Last week, you recehwt a letter from the assistant secretary of the U.S. Department of Education's Office 
of Postascondary Educatlon, Dlane Auer Jones, announdng the College Access ChaBenge Orant 
(CACG) Program. CACG 1« a new formula-grant program deskjned to fbster partnershlps among federal, 
state, and local gcvemmertta and phflanthropic organlzaticns through matching chalienge grant» that are 
afrned at Increaalng the number of tow-income students who ara prepared to enter and suopeed In 
postsecondary educatlon. 

CACG funds wlll be awarded to state» based on a statutory formula that ia determlrwd by the number of 
peopto living below the poverty level {enclosed Is a tentative allocatton table for your reference). For FY 
2008, the minimum award fs $330,000. 

Whlle the final appllcatlon package will not be dissemlnated until Jurte 2008, the federal govemment is 
encouraglng states to begin tftetr planning now. States will have appnwimater/ 45 days to apply for 
fundlng as part of this grant program. 

A regional approach is often a more effectlve and efficient way of tackling major issues, especlatly those 
related to college preparation, access, and succass. in an effort to assist states In the Western region with 
the CACG appHcatfon process and grant-management responsibilitfes, the Western Interstate 
CommlMfon for Higher Educatlon (WICHE) is contactkig Its 15 member states to gauge their interest in 
applylng for funds as a consortfum. Some states might be Interested in a (ong-term arrangement, whlle 
otners mlgrrt want to be a part of the consortium eariy on and eventually take over the managemerrt of the 
grant on their own. WICHE is wltling to be flexible with the speciflc arrangements, in order to meet each 
state'e needs. 

WICHE has extensive experience with such arrangements. For example, for flve yeara. WICHE and the 
Colorado Department of Educatlon managed and admlntstered the federally fiinded Western Consortium 
for Accelerated Learnlng Opportunitles. in wtiich nine Western states partnered to work to increasa the 
successlut participation of tow-income students in advanced placement couraea and testa. A» the 
admfnistratfve agency, WICHE helped to allevlate some of the pressures of grant implementatfon and at 
the same time provided states with a network of cotieaguss through whicti they coufd share Ideas and 
strategies for success.

The purpose of AS 44.06.050 - 44.06.060 is to guarantee to the people their right to know and to 
approve in advance all costs of relocating the capital or the legislature; to insure that the people will 
have an opportunity to make an informed and objective decision on relocating the capital or the 
legislature with all pertinent data concerning the costs to the state; and to insure that the costs of 
relocating the capital or the legislature will not be incurred by the state without the approval of the 
electorate.

44.06.060 shall tetermine all bondable costs and total costs including, but not limited to, the costs of 
moving personnel and offices to the relocation site; the social, economic, and environmental costs to the

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The Mat Su sport fishermen benefited by declaration of Susitna River sockeye salmon as a stock of concern, but 
there were no specific regulatory restrictions imposed on the central district drift gill net fisheiy (to expressty allow 
for passage of Susitna sockeye) as Mat Su advocates were requesting. While the stock of concern declaration 
will be seen posttiveiy by Mat Su advocates, they wiil not be satisfied, thus we will llkely hear crittcism that the 
Board did not go far enough to protect Susitna River stocks. 

The liberalEzation of sport fishing rules will be taken positively by sport fishrng advocates, but they will remain 
disappointed that prescriptions for closed wirtdows were found to be of lower priority than management for 
escapement goals. 

Just so you (and the Govemor) know, the department has also decfded intemally, and we've let the pubiic know, 
that we a re going to reinstate the coho porOon of the Deshka River weir program (i.e., the notorious $55,000) from 
our federal sport fish fundlng sources. Also, the Board was very pleased that the Govemor declded to have the 
Habitat Dfvision moved back to ADF&G; there was even applause from the audience.
